T raged y at C o vingto n, Ky ., ill W h ic h T w o 
P r o m in e n t M®u Are A'rinclple*. 


C i n c i n n at i , (J , April lii —In the busi­ 
ness center o f Co vingto n, Ky ., J o hn L. 
Sanfo rd, cashier o f the Farmer’s and 
Trailer's bank, was kilh-d by State Sena­ 
to r William Go ebel. 
The two men had 
been po litical enemies fo r y ears and the 
tragedy was precipitated by an intensely 
perso nal article in the Co vingto n Ledger, 
the autho rship o f which Go ebel ackno w l­ 
edged, and which “ ro asted” Hand fo rd. 
Tro uble was expected when the two men 
met. 
Tho f atal 
meeting sho wed bo th were 
well armed. 
Senato r Go ebel and Atto r­ 
ney General Hendricks were walking up 
Madiso n street. 
As they appro ached the 
First Natio nal bank Sand fo rd, who was 
leaning 
up 
against the railing, 
ap­ 
pro ached quickly to ward Senato r Go ebel 
and spo ke to the latter, at the same time 
drawing his revo lver. 
Sen at >r Go ebel 
turned to o ne side ju st as Sanfo rd fired. 
The bullet fro m Sanfo rd’s revo lver passed 
thro ugh Senato r Go ebel’s co at and his 
tro users in t wo places o ver the hips. 
Senato r Go ebel then drew Ids revo lver 
and 
11 red, his sho t taking etTuo t in the 
left o f Sandfo rd’s fo rehead. The lir>t wo rd 
was spo ken and the lirst, sho t was 
11 red 
by Sand fo rd. 
There were but tw o sho ts, 
o ne by each o f the assailants. 
Sandfo rd 
was curried into the First Natio nal bank, 
where he died befo re any o f his family 
but liis so n co uld reach him, never regain­ 
ing co nscio usness. 
Go ebel immediately 
gave himself up and it o ut o n hail. 
Sand fo nt was 57 y ears o ld. 
His wife 
was a Marshall and a sister o f the cele­ 
brated Tho mas Marshall, o f Kentucky . 
Sandfo rd’s grandfather wasdistinguished 
In tho state, being at o ne time a stale sen­ 
ato r and a member o f tie* co nstitutio nal 
co nventio n. 
Senato r Go ebel is a success­ 
ful business man as well as 
1 iwy er. 
He 
is D y ears o ld, unmarried and a native 
o f Pennsy lvania.

Kach o ne left his ro o m w ith­ 
o ut fo rcing tho do o r, and the do uble lo ck» 
are bro ken. 
As Carmo dy , the keeper, was 
passing thro ugh the iso latio n ward he 
was seized by Perry , Q ugl-y and Mc­ 
Guire. 
Tho latter wanted to kill him,but 
Perry o bjected. 
They gagged and bo und 
him and lo o ked him in Perry ’s ro o m and 
then left, Hading little difUeulty In leav­ 
ing the asy lum when they had all the 
key s. 
No ne o f the fugitives has been captured. 
Perry is the man who in lHvrj tried to ro b 
a ear o n a train go ing west fro m Sy ra­ 
cuse. He severely sho t the messenger, and 
then jumped fro m the train and seized a 
lo co mo tive which lie fo rced the engineer 
to run with. 
A lo co mo tive went in pur­ 
suit, but when Perry fo und that it was 
catching him ho had his engine reversed, 
and sho t into the cab o f the o ther engine 
us they passed. 
This was repeated, and 
then Perry go t o ff the engine and to o k to 
the wo o ds. 
Ho was captured later and 
sent to the penitentiary , but went insane 
and was remo ved to the asy lum.
